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DEATH dy THE WELI-KNOWN FISH CUL 
TURIST AT ROCHESTER, &. Y. 


An Ardent Lover of Nature—Early Fond- 
ness for Hunting and Fishing—Successtul 
Experiments in Artificial Hatching— 
Streams Stocked With All Kinds of Game 
Fish—The Life and Career of Mr. Green. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTcu. 

ROCHESTER, N. T., August 20,—Seth . Green, 
the well known fish culturist, died at his bome 
in this city yesterday. 

The deceased was born March 19, 1817, and 
consequently was in his 7lst year. Id was in 
farm-house a few miles east of what was then 
Rochesterville, that he first saw the light. His 
parents were English, Whether any of his 
ancestry were fishermen is unknown, but his 
father certainly had little inclination for fish- 
ing, and afew years after Seth was born moved 
from his farm into the town of Carthage, 
where he spent the rest of his active life as 
a hotel-keeper. From the time he was 
able to walk Seth Green seemed to be attract- 
ed to the fields and woods. He was an ardent 
lover of nature and spent most of his spare 
time beyond what wasthen the ‘‘clearing.’’ 
He learned to fish at az early age, and became 
sO expert in the sport as to achieve a reputa- 
tion for it among his comrades. He used com- 
mon pins ingeniously made into hooks} which

‘were In great demand among his playmates. 


When A years of age young Green made the 
discovery which was the turning point in his 
life. For several years he had been in the 
habit of visiting Canada for the sake of spear- 
ing salmon, gotng across in sailing vessels. A 
little stream thirty miles north of Coburg, 
called Salmon River, was his favorite resort. At 
the time mentioned he happened to make the 
visitduring spawning season. As he proceed- 
ed along shore, spear in hand, he noticed pe- 
cullar actions of the fish, and climbing into a 
tree saw the operation of spawning from its 
branches.

TARIFF REFORM AND BUSINESS, 

After much striving in vain to revive 
the old Republican pretense that Demo- 
cratic ascendency means the ruin of our 
industries and that even the talk about 
tariff reform paralyzes business, the 
GJobe-Democrat publishes this editorial 
admission: 

The growing activity in trade is shown by 
the expansion in the demand for money. The 
loan item of the New York associated banks 
in the week just ended increased over $2,000,- 
000; and the surpius of those institutions, for 
the frat time in several montns, is below the 
$22,000,000 mark. A Hke increased call for 
money is shown in the other financial centers. 
The outlook for general business throughout 
the country during the coming fall and win- 
ter ig decidedly hopeful at present. 

To this admission should be added the 
Wall street statement that $100,000,000 of 
foreign capital has been invested in the 
United States during the last six months, 
and fully $150,000,000 since this time last 
year—chiefly in dividend-paying shares 
andin mortgages on farms and on city 
real estate. 

Evidently the English capitalists take 
no stock in the idea that Democratic policy 
will either kill or cripple our national 
prosperity. On the contrary they seem 
satisfied with the common sense conclu- 
sion that Democrats are as much inter- 
ested in that prosperity as other citizens, 
and are about as capable of guarding it. 
This incoming stream of foreign capital 
has apparently been stimulated by the 
progress of the tariffreform and tax-re- 
duction sentiment in this country, and 
has been doubled in volume in the first six 
months since Mr. CLEVELAND’s tariff re- 
form message. 

Foreigners have learned that capital 
nowhere else on earth enjoys a larger 
share of the profits of production, or a 
larger share of the ‘‘unearned incre- 
ment” of a great nation’s boundless re- 
sources and growth, and foreign faith in 
American investments is only strength- 
ened by the special attention the Amer- 
loan people are now giving to great 
economic questions. The pending strike 
against the unnecessary taxes that bur- 
den and manacle our commerce—against 
robber trusts and monopolies, and against 
watered stocks and other Wall street 
„fakes,“ has revived confidence abroad 
in the business sense of the American 
people, and foreign capital never before 
more eagerly sought investment in hon- 
est and legitimate American business 
enterprises. 


JUDGE REAGAN, who kept hammering 
away atthe subject year after year until 
the railroad Senators were forced to give 
us a mild interstate commerce law to head 
off Re~aGan’s bill, has now put the move- 
ment for anti-trust legislation on ite feet 
in Congress, and will keep hammering 
away at that until something comes of it. 
He has introduced a bill to punish by 
a fine of not less than $1,000, and 
imprisonment of not less than one 
nor more than five years, any 
person convicted of connection with 
trusts or dealing in trust commod- 
ities. It defines a trust as ‘‘a com- 
“bination of capital orskill by two or more 
„persons to create restrictions of trade, to 
“limit, reduce or increase the production 
“or price of commodities in the manufact- 
“ure or sale of anything.’’ Those who 
bold trusts of that kind to be largely pri- 
vate matters with which neither law- 
makers nor private citizens have any 
right to interfere, will of course find a 
great deal to object to in this bill, but itis 
a pretty good model of the kindof law 
that will be enforced in this country 
when Democratic ideas prevail.

The Steel Beam Trust, composed of seven 
firme, with a protecting duty of #28 per ton, 
are able to get $73.92 per ton for beams costing 
less than half that sum to produce. The sugar 
trust is quite as objectionable, for Mr. John 
Sherman, @ recent convert to the belief that 
trusts exist and are harmful, said in thé Sen- 
ate last Tuesday: ‘‘It is certain that these com- 
binations grow out of the revenne laws, as the 
sugar trust, whioh is one of the most danger 
ous and wrongful trusts ever organized in this 
country; this trust can certainly be reached 
by the operation of our revenue laws.’’ Then

DAN LYONS. 


THE MURDERER’S MOTHER AND SISTER 
TAKE FINAL LEAVE OF HIM, 


The Aged and Forrowing Mother Refuses to 
Be Comforted—A Pathetic Scene—Lyons 
Devotes the Last Day of His Life to Re- 
ligious Exercises—Everything in Readi- 
ness for the Execution Te.Merrew Morn- 
ing.

New ron, August 20. — 46 Dan Lyons, who 
shot and killed Joseph J. Quinn, July 5, 1887, 
expressed a desire to part with his relatives 
and friends yesterday to enable bim to devote 
the last day of his life wholly to religious ex- 
ercises, his mother and sister, Mrs. Kehoe, his 
aunt, two young girl friends anda young man 
named Warren took their final leave of him 
yesterday afternoon. It was not quite 4 
o’clock when the party made their appear- 
ance at the Franklin street entrance of the 
Tombs. Mrs. Lyons was dressed in deep 
mourning and wore a heavy crepe veil that 
almost touched the ground. Her daughter, a 
handsome brunette, was similjariy attired, 
both having donned the dress of woe for him 
whom the law decrees shall die Tuesday.
